to the temple gate. 
The priests beat the two men 


with clubs, trussed them with the 
ropes, flung them on a pile 
ol 
firewood, doused them with gaso- 
line and i'ired the bier. 
Police iound the totally charred 
bodies "more than an hour later. 


Twenty-seven of the priests sur- 


rendered and the other nine were 
turned over to police. 
ijojice said the priests related 


this story today. 
The priests cremated the abbot 
and layman because of a decade 
old dispute over temple property. 
Some told the police upon sur- 


rendering "we have chosen to per- 
ish together." None attempted 
to 


elude arrest.
